Juarez, Jan. 1, 1904. 

Editor News: 

According to promise I will give 
you a short sketch of my trip 
west. I left home on the 19th of 
December, went to Glasgow to 
strike the railroad. I fully real- 
ized the need of a railroad from 
our section of the country with 
the outside world. I stopped 
with Mrs. Alice Ebert, who keeps 
a most excellent boarding house, 
left my team with Finas Breed- 
ing, who keeps a splendid livery 
and feed stable. I left Glasgow 
on the 20th via of the L. &N., 
for Memphis, Tenn., arrived 
there the next day at 10 o'clock, 
just in time to miss connection 
and layed over 12 hours, which 
gave me time-to take in the city. 
I left Memphis at 10 p. m., for 
Texarkana, via Cotton Belt route, 
arrived at Texarkana on the 22d 
at 10 o'clock, a. m; had to lay 
over five hours, which gave me 
time to look over the city. It is 
an up-to-date business town. I 
left on the same day at 3:30 for 
Paris, over the T. P. Road, ar- 
rived there at 7:30. I visited my 
brother and nephew, Wm. E., 
and Charlie Lee Walker; also 
Henry and Ed Myer's and Col. 
E. L. Dohoney. He spent a day 
with me at my brothers. He is 
one of the best conversationalist 
I ever met, and knows just how to 
make you feel good. I left 
Paris X— mas day at 10:30 for Ft 
Worth, traveling through the 
, prettiest country I ever saw, 
passing through Honey Grove, 
Bonham, Bells, Sherman, Whites- 
boro, Denton and arrived at Ft 
Worth at 5:30 p. m., and layed 
over until next day at 10:45. I 
took the opportunity of looking 
over the city to some extent. It 
is a pretty city and about the 
third State in population. I visi- 
ted the finest saloon I ever saw, 
owned by Jo Z. Wheat, formerly 
of Adair county, but failed to see 
Mr. Wheat as he was not in. I 
met Mr. Sale Coffey, a brother to 
J. N. Coffey, Columbia, Ky. He 
was looking well and doing busi- 
ness for an oil company at a sal- 
ary of $100 per month. Leaving 
Ft Worth at 10:45 Monday morn- 
ing, for the great West, I passed 
some good country before reach- 
ing Brazos river, but after cross- 
ing the Brazos it is one vast 
mountain desert, fit for nothing 
but to stop a hole in the ground. 
There are several up-to-date 
towns in the barren country. Ab- 
aline, Sweetwater, Colorado, Big 
Springs, Stanton and Midland, 
are towns of about 2,000 popula- 
tion each, and occasionally you 
will see some nice prairie and a 
rich valley, with a little cotton- 
field now and then. After you 
cross the Pecos river the hills and 
valleys are as naked as a buz- 
zard's head, not a particle of tim- 
ber or vegetation of any kind un- 
til yon get near the Rio Grande 
river. Then you can see mus- 
cuit bush and cactus once and a 
while. I got to El Paso on the 
27th and found my son, Robert, 
waiting for me at the depot. He 
seems to be in good health and 
spirits— thinks El Paso is the 
garden spot of the earth. It is a 
beautiful city, situated on the 
banks of the Rio Grande, at the 
altitude of 3,700 above sea level. 
♦■It is supported entirely by rail- 
roads and miners. It has one of 
the largest smelters in all the 
southwest. It is a great railroad 
center, being represented by ten 
different roads. 

Juarez is a town in Old Mexico 
with about 25,000 population, 
nine-tenth^ of which are Mexi- 
cans. I visited the old Catholic 
Church, Guadulepe, erected by 



Spanish Catholic priest, and the 
Yaqui Indians, in the year 1549. 
The bells were cast on the 
grounds from metal donated by 
members of the city Juanze. The 
wood used in construction is red 
wood, which was carried over the 
desert by Yaqui Indians and 
carved by the priest. The carv- 
ed work inside is simply grand. 
There is nothing that can equal 
it in mechanism and grandeur. 
Goods are cheap in Mexico but 
you are not allowed to bring them 
to the United States without pay- 
ing the duty on them. 

Well, as I am booked for Sun- 
day-school this morning and the 
bull fight this afternoon, will 
ring off for this time.

The farmers are not generally 
aware of the fact that Germany 
has not been cornered and that 
Bremen is their strong friend in 
this movement. Bremen has al- 
ways been our^best customer for 
her special types of western to- 
bacco. 

The statistics gathered show 
about 100,000,600 pounds of to- 
bacco raised in the black patch 
this year, and ji also shew 84, 000,- 
000 pounds pledged to the far- 
mers' association. Two-thirds of 
the 16,000,000 unpledged are 
holding us stiff as the signers 
and will in a short time join the 
movement, so the trust wanting 
the entire crop for its demand, 
may be able to buy only about 
6,000,000 pounds of inferior, | 
small crops. So now if the far- 
mers stand by each other like 
brothers, as they are doing, the 
fight is won.

Having 
been long a resident of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, where negro 
independence reaches a most 
aggressive and aggravating 
stage, his ideas do not exactly 
suit the "colored" politicians. 
At the McKinley inauguration he 
insisted upon the segregation of 
the negroes. Negro political 
clubs participating in the exer- 
cises were notified they must go | 
to negro hotels and boarding 
houses not where there would 
be clashing with the whites- and 
they did not like this. 

A negro paper published in 
Washington is out in an attack 
upon Chairman Weller and his 
methods. It advises that these 
be resented. Protest has been 
made to General Wilson, chair- 
man of the inauguration commit- 
tee, but that old warrior has 
served notice upon the complain- 
ants that Mr. Weller is absolute 
in his branch of the committees 
work. Now the negroes threat- 
en to carry the question up to the 
white house.

JAVA RICE TABLE GENEROUS 

Meals in Far-Eastern Country Are 
Marked by Great Variety of 
Choice Dishes. 

In Java, as in most really warm 
countries, it is customary to rise 
early and to take a cup of tea or 
toffee, together with a biscuit and 
eome fruit, immediately on leav- 
ing one's bed. This is followed by 
a more substantial breakfast; but 
the first really serious meal is 
served at half-past 11' o'clock, and 
is the equivalent of the French 
'•dejeuner a la fourchette" or the 
Anglo-Indian tiffin. This meal is 
called rice table— "rystafej" — 
from the principal dish, a very 
elaborate curry, in the prepara- 
tion of which the Malay cooks are 
especially skilful. 

The peculiarity of the rice table 
consists in the number and va- 
riety of dishes presented. From 
these dishes the guest has to se- 
lect the materials which, together 
with the rice upon the soup plate 
before him. are to constitute his 
curry. It is also as well to know 
beforehand that one is not re- 
quired to lunch solely on curry, 
but that the rice table is succeeded 
by course's of ordinary luncheon 
dishes. It is a case therefore of 
"ombarrns de riehesses." 

The second danger is that of 
making up one's curry "not wisely, 
but too well," and leaving neither 
appetite nor capacity for the 
beefsteak or for any of the other 
solid dishes which subsequently 
appear, and which under these 
circumstances only produce a feel- 
ing of mingled horror and con- 
sternation, it is then that one 
suddenly realizes that the rice ta- 
ble is merely a sort of tremendous 
"hors d'ouovre." 

There are two dangers to be 
avoided. In the first place, it is 
quite possible, in spite of the num- 
ber of the dishes presented singly, 
to say nothing of an octagonal 
tray containing a separate chut- 
ney in each of its nine compart 
ments, to get no lunch at all. For 
nothing is easier than, after say- 
ing "nein" to a succession of friv- 
olous compounds, to dismiss the 
one solid and palatable dish capa- 
ble of sustaining an Englishman 
until dinner time.
